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DETAILED ACTION 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-2,5-7, and 9-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Thomason(6,3 17,039). 

- In considering claims 1-2,5-7, and 9-34, the claimed subject matter that is met by 
Thomason includes: 

1) receiving a set of hardware specifications by a remote processing system from 
a wireless interface is met by the wireless portable processors(1 03) receiving 
maintenance and repair information from a centralized expertise station(127) via a 
wireless network(106) and/or the internets 07)(see: column 7, lines 30-61). 

- Thomason does not teach: 

1) the obtaining and transmitting a set of installation instructions; 

2) obtaining, transmitting, and receiving a set of alarm hardware specifications 
and vehicle specifications; 

3) transmitting a request for alarm hardware specifications; 

4) periodically updating a set of installation instructions; 
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5) receiving a request to perform a test on a specific aspect of the alarm 
hardware; 

6) monitoring the alarm hardware and transmitting results of the test sequence; 

7) the data base containing vehicle data corresponding to a plurality of different 

i 

vehicle systems. 

Although the above stated limitations are not shown by Thomason, Thomason 
does teach that the system is best suited for performing the task of troubleshooting 
remote apparatus(see: column 8, lines 30-36). Therefore, it would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate any 
and/or all of the above stated limitations into the system of Thomason as desired, since 
this would have enhanced the ability of the system of Thomason to perform remote 
maintenance on any system as desired. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-4, and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
